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These six little volumes constitute the second half of the corre- 
spondence course in foreign trade, the first six volumes of which 
were reviewed in a previous number of this Review (December, 
1916, p. 901). The last six volumes are of much the same gen- 
eral character as the first six volumes. Shipping, volume VII, 
gives a broadly elementary description of types of ocean carriers, 
ocean routes, and shipping facilities, and a brief explanation of 
rates, shipping papers, governmental regulations, and marine in- 
surance. It offers barely an introduction to these subjects. 

Financing, volume VIII, is in two parts. The first part dis- 
cusses the methods employed in financing American exports and 
in granting credit.
